Transit set

It took Halifax regional 
council nearly two hours to 
accept the contract to end 
the transit strike. 

Earlier in the day, 88 per 
cent of the union accepted 
the deal and council ratified 
the five-year contract by a 
vote of 19-2. 

“Elated. Ecstatic. Happy, 
I mean, pick a word,” said 
Ken Wilson, president of 
Amalgamated Transit Union 
Local 508 after he was told 
the news. “Relieved that it’s 
over.” 

Transit workers will get a 
$4,000 lump sum this year, 
then two per cent raises in 
the next four years. Ros¬ 
tering is part of the deal. 


but the union will have 
some say. Three rostering, 
or scheduling, options will 
be given to the union and 
they will choose one then 
negotiate back and forth 
with management. 

There are also new agree¬ 
ments on accident reviews, 
the vacation board, lower 
wages for new workers, and 
others. 

Wilson said the union 
could deal with the ros¬ 
tering issue if it was a made- 
in-Halifax solution. Mayor 
Peter Kelly said it helped 
that council stated firmly 
rostering was a must. 

“For us it was about hold¬ 
ing strong to the concerns 
the public raised to us and 
we wanted to make sure we 
do gain management con¬ 
trol,” Kelly said. 

Part of the motion passed 
by council involves two 
concessions for the public: 
free transit for the rest of 
March, and February passes 
will be honoured for April. 
The free transit will cost 
$1.5 million, but it’s largely 
offset by recent savings of 
$2.8 million and a surplus

budget, said Eddie Robar, 
director of Metro Transit. 

He said the free service 
will help get riders back 
on board and it’s a gesture 
of goodwill that he hopes 
will allay the public’s blame 
of the strike on the driv¬ 
ers. Some drivers have ex¬ 
pressed safety concerns due 
to the strike. 

First thing Wednesday 
morning, Wilson will meet 
with Metro Transit manage¬ 
ment on a plan to get back 
to work, Robar said. Mech¬ 
anics will start work in the 
afternoon and ferries will 
run drills in the harbour.

Two nays and a 
walkout as 
council votes on 
transit deal 

Two HRM councillors 
voted against the transit 
contract on Tuesday 
night and one left the 
in-camera meeting in 
protest. 

There was some grum¬ 
bling before the meeting 
started that discussion 
on the proposed transit 
deal should be held in 
public, but Mayor Peter 
Kelly said it was all part 
of tire negotiation pro¬ 
cess and that required 
discussion behind closed 
doors. 

Coun. Sue Uteck left 
the meeting in protest. 

“I don’t believe 
there’s a detail that the 
public hasn’t known 
today that council isn’t 
aware of,” she said. 

“They’re going to put 
us in camera, then I’m 
going to come out and 
have to ratify a deal and 
not able to tell you why I 
ratified or voted against 
it.” 

Uteck said there are 
some clauses in the 
contract she doesn’t 
agree with, but it doesn’t 
matter since it was a 
take-it-or-leave-it vote. By 
leaving the meeting, she 
lost her vote, but said it 
wouldn’t have mattered. 

Councillors David 
Hendsbee and Darren 
Fisher voted against the 
contract for different 
reasons. 

“I thought that the 
union was still having 
too much control over 
the rostering schedule,” 
Hendsbee said. “It seems 
that they have some kind 
of oversight or what I 
call veto on it.” 

Fisher said his vote 
reflected the will of his 
constituents, and they 
didn’t like the $4,000 
signing bonus. 

“It’s a tough one 
because I’m thrilled to 
have the efficiencies, but 
the feedback I was get¬ 
ting was don’t accept the 
lump sum.”

“I felt sorry (the public) 
was caught in it.

I was 
glad the dialysis (patients 
were) looked after,” said 
Tina Havlik, who has driven 
the Access-a-Bus for two and 
a half years. 

“I just wanted to be the 
one driving them.... I want¬ 
ed to be behind the wheel 
driving it.” 


Of the 643 members who 
voted, almost nine out of 10 
opted to take the negotiated 
deal. Metro Transit could 
resume service as early as 
Friday. 

Jason Barnes, who has 
worked for Metro Tran¬ 
sit for four years, said he 
thinks drivers have been 
given a rough ride by the 
public. But he said he was 
proud to walk the line to 


get the best deal possible. 

“We got a deal that puts 
us back to work. That’s the 
important thing,” he said. 
“Some of the issues were 
resolved, but it still comes 
down to there’s still some 
issues that will be in this 
contract that we’ll have to 
learn to accept.” 

But not all members 
were satisfied with the deal. 

“I went on strike six 
weeks ago because I didn’t 
want rostering in,” said El¬ 
aine Crouse, a three-year 
transit veteran. “And I voted 
no today for the same rea¬ 
son.” 

Still, Crouse, whose hus¬ 
band also works for Metro 
Transit, said she was glad to 
be going back to work.

Murder trial to focus on 
mental illness: Lawyer 


2007 deaths. Glen 
Race waves right to 
preliminary hearing, 
going straight to trial 


The Crown and defence say the 
upcoming trial of a Dartmouth 
man accused of murdering two 
men in 2007 will focus on his 
mental state at the time. 

Glen Race’s lawyer told a 
provincial court hearing Tues¬ 
day that his 31-year-old chent 
has agreed to proceed directly 
to trial in the Supreme Court of 
Nova Scotia without a prelimin- 
aiy hearing. 

Race was extradited from 
the United States about 18 


months ago to face first-degree 
murder charges in the deaths 
of 44-year-old Michael Knott 
and 45-year-old Trevor Brew¬ 
ster. He has not entered pleas 
on the charges. 

Knott’s body was foimd in a 
wooded path in southwestern 
Nova Scotia on May 5, 2007, 
while Brewster’s body was 
discovered four days later 
imder a boardwalk at a lake in 
Halifax. 

Race’s parents have said he 
was diagnosed with paranoid 
schizophrenia, and they believe 
he was suffering from psychot¬ 
ic episodes at the time. 

Crown attorney Mark 
Heerema says prosecutors 
believe there is sufficient evi¬ 
dence to proceed to trial, where

the key issue will be Race’s 
mental health. 


“We expect the mental- 
health status of Mr. Race wiU 
be the front-and-centre issue in 
this trial and we’re preparing 
accordingly,” Heerema said in 
an interview outside of court. 

Defence lawyer Joel Pink 
also said forensic psychiatric as¬ 
sessments of Race wiU be cen¬ 
tral in the case. 

“I expect down the road 
the courts will have to decide 
whether he was criminally re¬ 
sponsible for the acts he was 
alleged to have committed,” he 
said outside court. 

Race nodded and said 
“all right” when the judge in¬ 
formed him his next court ap¬ 
pearance would be on April 5.

About 100 commissionaires 
marched on the Halifax Stan¬ 
field International Airport 
Tuesday afternoon. 

For some of them, it was 
shortly before their shifts 
started. 

With a possible strike in 
the near future, the 175 com¬ 
missionaires showed some of 
their fhistration with the ne¬ 
gotiation process on Tuesday. 

“We’re just waiting for our 
essential-service agreement 
and once we get that settled, 
then we give a 72-hour notice 
and we’re in a strike position,” 
said Jeannie Baldwin, regional 
executive vice-president of the 
public service alliance of Can¬ 
ada (PSAC). 

Because their duties involve 
health-and-safety aspects, a 
fraction of commissionaires 
will still work if a strike is 
called, but the air-travehng 
public would stiU notice a dis- 
mption. 

“Parking wiU be a big 
issue,” Baldwin said while 
walking behind the picketers 
to the airport Tuesday. 

“We look after the parking 
facilities here, the Park and Fly. 
That would be slowed down 


and I’m not sure if they’ll be 
able to offer that service up to 
a level it is now.” 

Commissionaires are also 
the ones to clear away parking 
complaints like double-parked 
cars. 

Wages and retroactive pay 
are at the centre of the dispute. 
PSAC and Commissionaires 
N.S. have been negotiating a 
contract since Januaiy 2009. 

“They’re ex-military, ex-vet¬ 
erans affairs, ex-RCMP officers, 
those that have provided ser¬ 
vice to this country,” Baldwin 
said. 

“Some of them earn back 
wages which is equivalent 
to about $11.73 an hour, and 
most of them spend $40-$60 
a week out of their salary just 
to cover gas. So wages have to 
improve.” 

They’re also looking for 
retroactive pay from a court- 
imposed settlement that is be¬ 
ing appealed. 

Baldwin said a strike could 
happen by next week, but it’s 
a last resort and the two sides 
aren’t that far apart. 

Commissionaires Nova Sco¬ 
tia could not be reached for 
comment late Tuesday.

Terri-Lynne McClintic has 
told a jury she’s the one who 
delivered what the Crown al¬ 
leges were the fatal blows to 
eight-year-old Victoria Staf¬ 
ford. 

McClintic testified Tues¬ 
day at Michael Rafferty’s 
first-degree murder trial in 
London, Ont., and detailed 
the events surrounding the 
abduction and death of the 
little girl. 

The Grade 3 student went 
missing outside her Wood- 
stock, Ont., school on April 8, 
2009, and the Crown alleges 
she died from multiple blows 
to her head with a hammer 
the same day. 

McClintic told the jury 
she struck Tori with the ham¬ 
mer “maybe three” times in a 
farmer’s field after a garbage 
bag was placed over the girl’s 
head. 

McClintic, at times wiping 
tears from her face and taking 
long pauses, told the court 


she saw Rafferty attempt to 
rape the girl before that, but 
didn’t “stay there and watch. 
I can’t really give you play-by- 
play.” 

McClintic did note that 
when she took the girl to use 
the washroom in the field, 
after Tori had been alone 
with Rafferty, she noticed 
blood in the snow. 

“I told her I was sorry. She 
told me just don’t let him do 
it again,” McClintic said. 

Rafferty has pleaded not 
guilty to first-degree murder, 
sexual assault causing bod¬ 
ily harm and kidnapping. 
McClintic pleaded guilty in 
2010, to first-degree murder 
and is serving a life sentence. 

She told the jury Tuesday 
Rafferty wanted a “young fe¬ 
male, because the younger 
they were, the easier they 
were to manipulate.” 

She told the jury she

McClintic told the jury 
that when Rafferty said he 
intended to have sex with 
the girl she “didn’t want to 
acknowledge that.” 

“I remember him telling 
me to look for a spot. I said A 
spot for what?’ and he didn’t 
answer me,” she said. 

Court also heard that 
Rafferty began masturbat¬ 
ing as he pulled the car off 
a country road, and that 
once stopped in the field Mc- 
Clintic walked away because 
she “knew what was going to 
happen.” 

“I believed he was going 
to rape Tori,” McClintic said.

Dozens dead, dozens more 
missing after ferry capsizes 


A ferry packed with about 200 
people capsized in a river in 
southern Bangladesh on Tues¬ 
day, killing at least 31 people 
and leaving dozens missing. 

Local pohce chief Moham¬ 
mad Shahabuddin Khan said 
about 35 people were rescued 
after the ferry sank on the 
Meghna River after colliding 
with a cargo boat. 

Divers have recovered 31 
bodies from inside the sunken 
ferry, he said. 

He said the dead included a 
young woman found cradling 
her baby’s lifeless body. 

“The death toll is likely to 
rise as more bodies are feared 
trapped inside,” Khan said. 

One of the divers, Moham-

mad Alauddin, said there were 
still bodies inside the sunken 
ferry, some of them buried 
under cargo. 

Hundreds of anxious 
people, many of them weep¬ 
ing, gathered near the scene 
of the accident to look for 
their loved ones. 

The MV Shariatpur-1 was 
travelling to the capital, 
Dhaka, from neighbouring 
Shariatpur district to the 
southwest. 

The accident site is in Mun- 
shiganj district, 32 kilometres 
south of Dhaka. 

Businessman Dulal Dewan, 
described a scene of chaos as 
the ferry collided with the 
other ship. 

“In minutes there were 
screams all around,” he said. 
“People were shouting for 
help.” 

Dewan said he was rescued 
by a nearby boat. 

But eight other family 
members travelling with him 
were still unaccounted for.

Diet. An eat-less-salt 
campaign lacked that 
winning flavour: Study 


An ad blitz to get people to 
reduce the salt in their diets 
may not have been ... uh, 
worth its salt. 

A government study 
couldn’t tell whether the Give 
Your Head A Shake campaign 
changed any eating habits in 
a test case that took place in 
eastern Ontario. 

Local health centres in the 
Ghamplain region kicked off 
a campaign in August 2009 to 
try to persuade people in the 
area to consume less sodium. 

The federal government 
spent $194,000 to evaluate 
the results of that campaign. 

The study looked at two 
groups of adults between the 
ages of 35 and 50. 

The Ghamplain group was 
exposed to the sodium cam¬ 
paign and a control group in 
a different town was not. 

The Give Your Head A 
Shake campaign consisted of 
newspaper, TV and radio ads.

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Rae comes clean on 
Liberal robocalls 


Robocalls. Interim 
Liberal leader Bob Rae 
reveals party's phone 
scripts and makes 
public call for Harper's 
Tories to do the same 


The Liberal party has given 
Elections Canada samples 
of its robocall messages and 
scripts for live calls to voters 
during last spring’s election 
campaign. 

Interim leader Bob Rae 
says in a letter to the agency 
that the party has recordings 
of all its campaign robocalls 
and will make them avail¬ 
able if needed for the inves¬ 
tigation into alleged vote-sup¬ 
pression tactics. 

And he’s calling on the 
Conservatives to be equally 
transparent. 

Elections Canada is in¬ 
vestigating thousands of 
complaints about fraudulent 
robocalls in which someone 
purporting to be calling on 


behalf of the agency mis¬ 
directed voters to non-exist¬ 
ent polling locations. 

The watchdog is also look¬ 
ing into harassing live calls 
that were purportedly made 
on behalf of an opposition 
party but that appeared 
aimed at alienating that 
party’s supporters. 

Opposition parties accuse 
the Conservatives of master¬ 
minding a widespread, vote- 
suppression scheme since 
discovering that fraudulent 
robocalls in the hotly contest¬ 
ed riding of Guelph had been 
traced to a company used by 
Tory candidates. 

However, the Tories have 
fought back by accusing the 
Liberals of their own mis¬ 
deeds, including a robocall 
in Guelph that attacked the 
Tory candidate’s position on 
abortion without saying that 
the call was being made on 
behalf of Liberal incumbent 
Frank Valeriote. 

Valeriote has said he’s al¬ 
ready come clean about that 
robocall with Elections Gan- 
ada investigators.

That death has focused 
new attention on the scandal¬ 
ous conditions at Indonesia’s 
largest zoo. Set up nearly a 
century ago in one the most 
biologically diverse comers of 
the planet, it once boasted the 
most impressive collection in 
Southeast Asia. 

But today the Surabaya Zoo 
is a nightmare, plagued by 


imcontroUed breeding, a lack 
of funding for general animal 
welfare and even persistent 
suspicions that members of its 
own staff are involved in illegal 
wildlife trafficking. 

The rarest species, including 
Komodo dragons and critically 
endangered orangutans, sit in 
dank, unsanitaiy cages, fi llin g 
up on peanuts tossed over the 
fence by giggling visitors. 

“This is extremely tragic, 
but of course by no means 
surprising in Indonesia’s zoos. 


given the appalling way they 
are managed on the whole,” 
said Ian Singleton, a former 
zookeeper who now runs an or¬ 
angutan-conservation program 
on Sumatra island. 

The zoo came imder heavy 
fire two years ago following 
reports that 25 of its 4,000 ani¬ 
mals were dying every month, 
almost all of them prematurely. 
They included an African lion, 
a Sumatran tiger and several 
crocodiles.

The debate isn’t over yet for 
the Conservative govern¬ 
ment’s criminal-justice legis¬ 
lation — at least not in Que¬ 
bec. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment announced Tuesday 
that it would do everything in 
its power to hmit the clout of 
the legislation that passed a 
day earlier. 

Because the provinces are 
responsible for appl 3 ting the 
laws passed in Ottawa, Que¬ 
bec says it will work to soften 
Bill C-10 where possible.

Police said the six people 
were arrested on suspicion 
of conspiracy to pervert the 
course of justice. The charge is 
an indication that investigators 
may be focusing on a possible 
coverup of the scope of phone

It was the most arrests in 
a single day since “Operation 
Weeting” — as the pohce in¬ 
vestigation into phone hacking 
is known — began arresting 
reporters, senior news execu¬ 
tives, pohce oflScers and others 
suspected of criminal acts.

Q& A. Roots drummer 
Questlove on latest

The Roots aren’t known for sell¬ 
ing records. While the hip-hop 
band has released 14 albums 

— mostly to critical acclaim 

— only two have managed to 
crack gold status. 

But even though bandleader 
Questlove might have enjoyed 
the money that comes along 
with multiplatinum records, he 
wouldn’t trade the group’s rari- 
fied position in the music world 
for it. 

“Mostly for black artists, 
we’re reaUy not afforded — un¬ 
less you’re a jazz artist—you’re 
really not afforded the luxury 
of making an art record, or a 
concept record, or a passion 
project,” said Questlove, bom 
Ahmir Thompson. “For some 
strange, odd reason, and I’m 
not ever going to argue it. The 
Roots have ^ways (had that 
luxuiy).” 

And The Roots, the house 
band for Late Night With 
Jimmy Fallon since 2009, have 
had support from high places 
to maintain that luxuiy. When 
Jay-Z was president of Def Jam, 
he signed The Roots to the label 
and told them to maintain their 
sound and integrity, even if it 
meant fewer sales.

Philadelphia has been 
sort of mired and drenched into 
a lot of random acts of crime, 
very im-brotherly like in the 
last decade or so, and we want¬ 
ed to show the direct result. 

You recorded an album with 
Betty Wright at the same 
time. What was that like? 

I figured I wanted to dedicate 
the rest of my existence (to) 
creating source material so that 
someone else can have some¬ 
thing to sample in 2040 once 
this becomes a dated record. 
I’m just trying to create the 
soulfol records that will still be 
used. And it’s funny because 
Betty never imderstood why I 
wanted to put a drum break at 
the beginning, she just wanted 
to sing.

In my experience, the only way to 
secure a job is by having related 
work experience and by nailing the 
interview. 

Most jobs in the IT field nowadays 
require previous work experience, 
but you’ve got to start somewhere 
right? I found the answer in volun¬ 
teering. I did not have hundreds 
of volunteer hours in school, but 
I made sure that the volunteering 
opportunities that I did pursue 
were relevant and useful to my 
future career. I held positions such 
as computer literacy tutor, website 
designer and IT assistant. 

These volunteer opportunities 
taught me not only technical skills, 
but more importantly, leadership 
skills and a knack for speaking in 
groups and to superiors. These soft 
skills proved highly useful during 
interviews. 

Because I had a good combina¬ 
tion of skills going into interviews, I 
wasn’t as nervous as I’d be if I were 
unprepared. I also truly believed 
that I was qualified for the position, 
so I treated the interview as an op¬ 
portunity to explain to the employer 
what I could bring to their company. 

Too often, students think they’re

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ENGINEERS PLAY CRITICAL ROLE 
IN GREEN BUILDING DESIGN 


Every day at work, Paul Doiron steps in and 
out of his office about 20 times. To account 
for his frequent movement, he has a sensor 
set up that turns on the lights when he en¬ 
ters the room and shuts them off when he is 
out of the office for more than 10 minutes. 

Technology like this is increasingly 
common and it’s not surprising that Doiron 
has it in his office; he’s an electrical engi¬ 
neer by trade. 

Doiron is part-owner of A.H. Roy & 
Associates Ltd., a mechanical and electrical 
engineering firm in Antigonish. 

“Everything is all about energy and 
saving energy now,” he says, noting there 


is a large emphasis on the greenness of the 
materials used in construction, as well as 
the mechanical and electrical design of a 
building. 

On the electrical engineering front, the 
sensor technology Doiron has in his office 
is just one example of a piece of technology 
being used to reduce energy consumption. 
Other examples include daylight sensors 
that detect “if you’re near a window and 
there’s enough daylight coming in, 
then your lights are not required,” he 
says. 

This technology is particularly 
popular in schools. 


“The exterior wall is usually full of 
windows, so they’ll switch one or two rows 
off because of the daylight sensor,” says 
Doiron. 

On the mechanical design front, engi¬ 
neers are increasingly using innovative 
solutions to reduce water consumption 
and heat and cool buildings in an energy- 
efficient fashion. 

Eor example, Doiron says engineers are 


designing systems to collect rainwater for 
use in flushing a building’s toilets. In these 
instances, it no longer becomes necessary 
to use regular tap water for the purpose of 
flushing toilets. 

Engineers are also using groundwater to 
heat and cool buildings. 

Doiron says with the new and emerging 
green technology, it is an especially excit¬ 
ing time to be an engineer. 


BUILDING A GREEN BUILDING 

When it comes to building a green building. Platinum is the way to go. That is, when one 
is talking about LEED (Leadership in Energy and Environmental Design) certifications. 

Created in 1998 by the U.S. Green Building Council, LEED is a designation of the 
building’s carbon footprint. There are four types of LEED certifications: Certified, Silver, 
Gold and Platinum. 

How a building is rated depends on how it performs on strict criteria, relating to things 
like energy conservation and efficiency, water use reduction and the amount of recycled 
content used in building the building. 
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The $25 billion shipbuilding project will increase the need for engineers.

While much attention to the $25 billion 
shipbuilding contract has focused on the 
tradespeople that will be needed to complete 
the project, the project will also include a 
significant need for engineers. 

“The ships contract will certainly be hir¬ 
ing lots and lots of engineers,” says Joshua 
Leon, the dean of the Faculty of Engineer¬ 
ing at Dalhousie University. 

Engineers will play an important role in 
many aspects of the project, including the 
design side, which is a field of engineer¬ 
ing known as ocean engineering (or naval 
architecture). 

“Outside of the typical design work that 
would take place around building ships, 
there will also be a lot of work for industrial 
engineers,” says Leon. 

Industrial engineering is a branch of 
engineering focused on developing more 
efficient processes and systems. Within 
the context of the shipbuilding project, an 
industrial engineer could find themselves 
trying to achieve multiple objectives. 

“How are they going to build ships more 
efficiently?” says Leon. “How will they 
schedule when materials come in and when 
materials are used?” 

With the ships being “tremendously 
complicated beasts,” as Leon puts it, electri¬ 
cal engineers will be needed to develop 
the electrical systems in place on the ships, 
while civil and structural engineers will 
be focused on figuring out what the best 
materials are that are efficient and durable, 
yet lightweight. 

While the shipbuilding project itself 
will increase the demand for engineers, the 
accompanying economic spinoffs will also 
increase the need for engineers. 

Leon points to the housing sector as an 
example. 

“If there’s an apartment building going 
up, there are engineering firms designing 
it,” he says. 

With the expected influx of workers, 
there will be an increased demand for hous¬ 
ing. Apartment and condo construction will 
be especially prevalent in urban Halifax as 
there is a lack of available land on which to 
build. 

Leon says that while the current career 
prospects for engineering graduates in Nova 
Scotia are good, they will get even better. 
“There will be many more opportunities 
here than there are now,” he says.

NHL. Already winners of 
nine straight, Penguins 
prepare to reinsert ‘the 
best hockey player in 
the world’ into lineup 


Sidney Crosby is returning to 
new linemates and a new role 
with the NHL’s hottest team. 

But Pittsburgh Penguins 
coach Dan Bylsma still expects 
to see the Crosby of old despite 
his current 40-game layoff and 
the 102 games the star forward 
has missed over two seasons 
because of concussion-related 
issues. 

The Cole Harbour native, 
out since Dec. 5, announced 
Tuesday he will play Thurs¬ 
day night against the Rangers 
in New York. The Penguins, 
riding a nine-game winning 
streak, are four points behind 
New York in the race for the 
top-seed in the Eastern Confer¬ 
ence. 

What aheady was a mar¬ 
quee game for the NHL just got 
even bigger. Much bigger. 

“I think it’s umealistic that 
he’s going to step into Madison 
Square Garden and be the only 
show on the ice,” Bylsma said. 
“But I know how the guy plays. 
1 know how fast he is going to 
go. 1 know what’s going to hap¬ 
pen when he has the puck with 
speed. You know how he’s go¬ 
ing to be able to play down low 
with the puck, and you expect 
to see that player step on the 
ice. That’s a really good hockey 
player. That’s the best hockey 
player in the world.” 

Penguins centre Evgeni 
Malkin arguably has been that 
player with Crosby out, pihng 
up a league-high 84 points. 
Now, Crosby is coming back at 
a key point in the season, with 
14 games remaining for Pitts¬ 
burgh and the playoff race still 
imdecided. 

“I know Geno is excited to 
be on the same ice with Sid 
again,” Bylsma said of Malkin. 
“I still think it’s a great chal¬ 
lenge for our team. We’re not 
a shoo-in to be a really good 
team when they all come 


back.” 

Crosby admittedly feels 
better than he did when he 
returned nearly four months 
ago after missing the final 41 
games of last season and the 


first 20 games this season. He 
dazzled the New York Island¬ 
ers with a two-goal, four point 
night on Nov. 21, but he didn’t 
have another goal in the other 
seven games he played before 


the concussion symptoms re¬ 
turned following a physical 
Dec. 5 game against Boston. 

This time, general manager 
Ray Shero said, “He feels better 
than last time and knows what

“As a player you definitely 
get excited when you see 
guys starting to come back,” 
defenceman Paul Martin said. 
“You definitely get a good feel¬ 
ing.” 

Crosby would have as many 
as 14 regular-season games re¬ 
maining before the playoffs if 
he gets through the rest of the 
schedule without any further

NHL. GMs debate league’s decision to clear Radulov for return 



Alex Radulov’s potential re¬ 
turn to the NHL is causing al¬ 
most as much controversy as 


his departure. 

With NHL general man¬ 
agers gathered for their annu¬ 
al March meetings, virtually 
all of the buzz Tuesday in Boca 
Raton, Fla., surrounded the 
league’s decision to allow the 
25-year-old Russian forward to 
rejoin the Nashville Predators 
without clearing waivers. 

The decision was made in 
conjunction with NHL Players’ 
Association and relayed to the 
GMs by deputy commissioner 
Bill Daly. Some weren’t happy. 

“This group shouldn’t have 
been surprised by this,” said 
Daly. “I’ve given that advice 
consistently with respect to 


every player who has gone 
AWOL on his contract. But, 
the guys in this room are com¬ 
petitors.” 

There is still no guarantee 
Radulov is on his way back, 
although Predators GM David 
Poile said “in his gut” he be¬ 
lieves the timing is right for it 
to happen. 

Radulov famously bolted 
Nashville in 2008 for the KHL 
in his homeland despite hav¬ 
ing a year left on Ms entry- 
level contract. The NHL team 
is willing to welcome him 
back, wMch would allow 
Radulov to burn off the final 
season of that deal if he plays 


just one game. 

“All the things are 
aligned,” said Poile. “The 
(KHL) playoffs are over, the 
hurdles are cleared. He can 
burn off the year, get himself 
to free agency. More import¬ 
ant than all of that. I’ve al¬ 
ways felt like he was going to 
come back.” 

Radulov could be a game- 
changer for the Predators. He 
scored 26 goals as a sopho¬ 
more in the NHL and is a two- 
time KHL MVP and Russian 
Olympian, prompting some 
to call him the best player 
outside of North America.

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Tossing a Dart into the fray 


Review. Chrysler 
re-enters the compact 
sedan battlefield

You can tliank Giulietta for tlie 
soon-to-arrive 2013 Dodge Dart. 

No, Giulietta isn’t an 
automotive design studio, 
corporate executive or even 
a flavour of ice cream. It’s 
an Alfa Romeo automobile 
that’s the basis for a brand- 
new four-door compact sedan 
that wears the reconstituted 
Dodge Dart badge. 

The fact that both Ghiysler/ 
Dodge and Alfa Romeo are con¬ 
trolled by the vast Italy-based 
Fiat automotive group has 
everything to do with the new 
Dart’s creation. Although the 
Dart and Giuhetta share the 
same basic platform, the Dodge 
version is enlarged, gets its own 
sheetmetal (Giulietta is hatch¬ 
back, after all) and interior. 

The engine selection is 


straight from Fiat. The Dart is 
also being built at a Ghrysler 
assembly plant in Illinois with 
mid-2012 slated for the ofiicial 
coming-out party. 

Despite its Itahan origins, 
the Dart looks like a full-fledged 
member of the Dodge family as 
the signature crosshair grille is 
framed by a mouth-agape grille. 

The Dart’s bold state¬ 
ment will be important since 
Ghiysler hasn’t had a compact 
sedan in play since the Neon 
back in 2005. Meanwhile, vir¬ 
tually every mainstream auto¬ 
maker has continued to offer 
trunk-hdded compacts, earning 
plenty of currency — both in 
dollars and brand awareness — 
in the process. 

That might explain why 
the Dart moniker has been re¬ 
turned from the 1960s and ’70s, 
when it was apphed to a series 
of two- and four-door compact 
models. 

The Dart name will prob¬ 
ably resonate with older cus¬ 
tomers — who will either love 
or hate the idea of bringing it 
back — although many young¬ 
er car buyers will likely miss 
the connection completely.

The first time a Fiat 500 got 
the Abarth treatment was 
back in 1958. At that time, 
Abarth was an independent 
tuning company, and not part 
of Fiat as it is now, and Gina 
Lollobregida was hard to ig¬ 
nore on the silver screen. 

Back then Abarth took Fi¬ 
at’s just-introduced, rear-en- 
gined mini-car, and recreated 
it as the Abarth 595 by raising 
the compression ratio on the 
479 cc engine, fitting a Weber 
carburetor, optimizing fuel 
and intake systems, and add¬ 
ing a full Abarth exhaust sys¬ 
tem. 

This doubled horsepower 
from 13 to 26! 

The Abarth 595 evolved 
into Abarth 695, and the 
spunky, little Fiats went on 
to claim 900 individual race 
victories by 1965. 

Fiat’s newest take on the 
“small but wicked” theme is 
the new 2012 Fiat 500 Abarth. 
Its turbocharged, 1.4-htre 
“MultiAir” engine is not quite 
double the output of Fiat 
500’s base engine (101 hp/98 
Ib-ft of torque), but a pretty 
decent upgrade. How about 
160 horses and 170 torques?

There are two things to re¬ 
member when filling up your 
car: tighten the fuel cap until 
it clicks, and don’t top off the 
tank. Both of these are import¬ 
ant because of your vehicle’s 
emissions system, which helps 
to keep imbumed gasoline 
vapors from escaping and pol¬ 
luting the air. 

“The fuel system is a closed 
system so that vapors don’t 
escape,” says John-Paul Farag, 
manager of advanced technol¬ 
ogy and powertrain for Toyota 
Canada. “The clicks (on the fuel 
cap) ensure that you have a 
nice, tight seal.” 

If the cap isn’t sealed tightly, 
special sensors will detect the 
pressure loss and can alert you 
by illuminating the “check en¬ 
gine” light on the dash. 

“It’s not necessarily some¬ 
thing wrong with the engine,” 
Farag says. The light could 
mean that a loose gas cap is 
setting off a sensor that’s mon¬ 
itoring the emissions controls. 
Some vehicles have a specific 
warning light for a loose cap. 

If your check engine fight 
comes on, try tightening the 
cap. If that was the cause, it will 
probably go out after you’ve 
stopped and started the igni¬ 
tion several times. A fight that 
stays solid is often minor, but 
if it flashes, it’s usually some¬ 


thing more serious that could 
leave you stranded. 

At the gas station, your 
vehicle works with the pump 
to automatically shut off the 
fuel. 

“If you look at the fuel pump 
nozzle, it usually has a curled 
piece of metal or a small hole 
beside the large hole where 
the fuel comes out,” Farag says. 
Once the tank is full, a filler 
valve in the vehicle sends a 
little bit of air or fiqmd back to 
the nozzle, which prompts it to 
shut off. It’s important not to 
keep pumping a little more in. 


The car’s emissions system con¬ 
tains a charcoal canister — as it 
soimds, a small tank filled with 
charcoal — which captures 
stray gasoline vapors in the 
system. Every so often it purges 
itself, sending these raw vapors 
into the engine to be burned 
off. Topping off the tank could 
send liquid fuel into the canis¬ 
ter, which can damage it. 

Overfilling can also cause 
fuel to pour back out of the 
tank, wMch can mark the paint 
and expose you to dangerous 
fumes — not to mention the 
waste to your wallet.
